Response to Amendment 

6. Applicant's amendments filed 4/7/08 with respect to the 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph 
rejections have been considered. The rejections have been withdrawn accordingly. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/08 with respect to the prior art rejections of the claims 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Diacakis does not teach the claimed device oriented context 
application. The examiner respectfully disagrees and asserts that the presence detection engine 
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of Diacakis is interpreted as a device oriented context application since it determines a user's 
presence on particular devices (Diacakis; Fig. 1; Fig. 4). 

Specifically, applicant argues that no availability of a device is determined by Diacakis. 
Rather, applicant argues that Diacakis determines the availability of the "individual" on the 
network or device, not the availability of the network or device itself The examiner respectfully 
disagrees and asserts that Diacakis clearly determines the availability of devices on a network by 
determining presence information for the device (Diacakis; par [0044]-[0045]), including 
determining whether a device is switched on/off (Diacakis; par [0026]).
